Road Boosters and 


Puente Street Promoters in Bat- 


tle Royal. 


The announcement that the Los An- 


geles County Highway Commissioners 
would announce today the road upon 
which the good roads boulevard would 
tnter Covina has caused considerable 
stir among the advocates of the two 
probable streets, Puente and San Ber- 
nardino road. 
Interest has been at 


white heat during the past week and 
the 
contending 
factions 
have 
held 


nightly meetings boosting for their re- 
spective road. 


On Saturday last a large delegation 


from this city waited upon the com- 
missioners, presenting their claim for 
a direct road from Covina to Los An- 
geles, necessitating the construction 
of a new bridge across the river north 
of the present electric railway bridge. 
This is in accord with the plans of the 
commissioners prior to the bond elec- 
tion, and was so stated in the election 
call. Since that time some difficulty 
has arisen in securing rights of way 
near El Monte and the commissioners 
now seem to favor crossing the river 
at the existing bridge near Bassett, 
then coming in a direct line to Main 
street, Vineland. To this route the 
opposition in Co'vTna appears to be a 
unit, as it would lengthen the distance 
to Los Angeles, and the road as pro- 
posed would traverse a comparatively 
ivurthless territory I'rom isassett to 
Vineland. 


After hearing the arguments of the 


delegation, the commissioners agreed 
tp build the bridge, provided a free 
right of way could be secured. The 
new bridge would probably cost in the 
neighborhood of $30,000. 


Prom Vineland to Covina it seems 


impossible for the citizens of Covina 
to come together as to the most de- 
sirable route for the road to enter 
Covina. The majority of the residents 
on the San Bernardino road are nat- 
urally pulling for the construction of 
the highway on that street. Should 
this route be adopted it means that, the 
city will receive little benefit from the 
automobile 
travel, as 
the 
tourists 


would pass Covina on the north. 


The statement that seventy-live per 


cent of the residents of Covina desire 
the highway on Puente street is a 
conservative one. With this end 
ii 


view a large delegation will wait upon 
the commissioners and present them 
with a free right of way the entire 
length of Pnente street. The advo- 
cates of San Bernardino road will also 
be present and will tender the com- 
missioners with an absolute right of 
way from Vineland te the city limits 
of Covina. 


The partisans of both streets have 


used every effort to have the Chamber 
of Commerce take a hand in the dis- 
pute, but without avail. The Chamber 
has petitioned the commissioners for 
the early construction of a ro.ul, leav- 
ing it with them, the commissioners, 
to select the route which, in their 
judgment, will best serve the interests 
of Covina and the county at large.

Largest Gusher in World Spouts a 


Stream of Oil 480 Feet in Air. 


50,000 Barrels Daily. 


Horace (i. Bernis. a former resident 


of the city, made Inn brother, C. K. 
Bemis, a flying visit on Wednesday 
and Thursday of this week. From a 
gentleman of moderate means he lias 
in a few brief days become one of the 
wealthy men of the state. The story 
is quickly told. A few months ago he 
became interested in the Midway oil 
fields. He purchased one-twentieth of 
the stock of the Lakeview Company, 
which was capitalized for $100,000. A 
few days ago, as everybody knows, 
the greatest gusher in the world was 
struck by this c.orn;;a::y, ::;a!;;ng all 
the stockholders independent for life. 


"I cannot describe it to yon," said 


Mr. Bemis when he was interviewed 
by an Argus reporter. "It is a veritable 
volcano of oil spouting 480 feet in the 
air. As near as we can judge, the 
well is flowing from IJn.OOO to 50,000 
barrels a day. The entire country 
around the well is a veritable lake of 
oil. 
We have been particularly fortu- 


nate in being in a position to save the 
oil. 
Surrounding the well are a num- 


ber nf ravines, which at little trouble 
we have been able to convert into nat- 
ural reservoirs. Upon the lease we 
had two 50J100 barrel tanks, with the 
railroad already there. 
Info these 


tanks we are pinnr/ing the oil night 
and day, and we commenced to move 
it towards the coast Thursday. The 
only thing we lacked to care for the 
oil was pumps, and these we secured 
from the Standard people on the ad- 
joining lease. The Standard refused 
us the use of the pumps although they 
were not using them. Under the cir- 
cumstances we took the law into our 
own hands and sent down a wagon 
for them with sufficient men to over- 
come all opposition which we might 
meet. We have now 400,000 barrels on 
the grounds and the gusher, instead of 
diminishing, is increasing daily. This 
is the first well that has truck the 
third strata of oil sand in the Midway. 
We have three other wells down 1,700 
feet, and our lease includes over IMO 


I acres."

Should 
the builder become bankrupt or f a i l to 
p.ty for hi... labor or materials the own- 
er, under 1 he mechanic^' laws of most 
slates, becomes liable for Ihc biiil.IerV 
debts. This is true even though the 
owner has paid the builder for his 
work. 
In order to obtain his house 


free and clear in such a case the own- 
er must meet the builder's obligations. 
The prudent owner will, of coin-so, pay 
for his house only as It is constructed. 
Even then it would hoi a useful caution j 
to make sure that the builder has paid i 
his indebtedness on the house. Pay- 
ments are usually made the builder 
when the foundations are done, when 
the frame Is up, when the house Is 
closed, when the plastering is finished j 
and when the completed house Is turn- i 
ed over to the owner.—Circle Magazine, i
